SENATOR HANNA 
IN TYPHOID GRIP 


Illness of Republican Leader 


Due {0 Dread Disease 


His Physicians Are Hopeful, but 
the Senator’s Age and His 
Extreme Weakness Make 
~~ the Cas? One of 
Gri.vity. 


Washington, February 5.—Senatdr Han- 
na's illness is officially pronounced by his 
physicians to be irregular typhoid; that 
is, typhoid fever with the fever symp- 
toms less regular and marked than in ire 
pronounced types of the disease. 

It is stated that there are no organic 
complications to add to the seriousness 
of the case, bus the senator at the time 
of the attack was in a literally worn out 
condition so that his extreme physical 
weakness and nei vous depression, coupled 
with his age, 66 -years old, and fre- 
quent recent rheumatic attacks make the 
case of much more gravity than an crdi- 
nary attack of typhoid of a comparative- 
ly mile character. The crosis of the fever 
is not expected before the middle of next 
week. 

Ths physicians tonight expresed confi- 
dence in the senator’s recovery, but ad- 
mitted that recovery will be a matter of 
weeks and will require the most careful 
and painstaking nursing. 

Prosident Rocsevelt called at the Arling- 
ton hotel during the day to inquire about 
Senator Hanna’s condition. He saw Mr. 
Dover, with whom he conversed for' ten 
minutes about the sick man. 

It is hoped to bring about a sufficient 
improvement in Senator Hanna’s condi- 
tion to permit his removal to Thomas- 
ville, Ga., where his brother is staying. 

Five physicians were in attendance to- 
day, Dr. Rixey, Dr. Magruden, Dr. Brew- 
er, from New York; Dr. Behrond, an ex. 
pert, who examined the senator’s blood 
for typhoid indications, and Dr. Osler, 
an expert diagnostician from Baltimore.

BLUFF WAS VERY COSTLY ONE. 


Sir Henry Campbell on Words of 
Chamberlain. 


London, February 5.—An imteresting bit 
of ante-war history was revealed by the 
liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nerman, in the house of commons today 
in the course of the debate on the amend- 
ment to the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne moved yesterday 
by Mr. Robson, liberal. Referring to 
Joseph Chamberlain's jibes at the at- 
titude of the opposition, when Mr 
ChamBeriairi yesterday defended the 
cours? af the governfffént toward the 
Transvaal, Sir Henry said that when Mr, 
Caamberlain interviewed him June 20, 
1899, prior to the war, and asked him if 
the opposition would support the govern- 
ment in sending out 30,000 troops to 
Cape Colony, he (Sir Henry) expressed 
surprise, whereat Mr. Chamberlain said: 

“You need not be alarmed. There will 
be no fightirg. We know those fellows 
won't fight. We're playing a game of 
bluff. As a result,’ Sir Henry added, ‘‘the 
OppOsition refused to relieve the @overn- 
ment of any responsibility regarding the 
course he chose to pursue.’’ The statement 
of Sir Henry was greeted with uproars 
of laughter from the opposition benches. 

Mr. Chamberlain in reply said he did 
not remember using the word “bluff.” 
His only object in approaching Sir Henry 
was to make sure that the South African 
question should not be treated in a party 
spirit, so that the Boers might be con- 
vinced of the earnestness of. Great

JAPAN STRONG ENOUGH 
TO FIGHT DUEL ALONE 


Baron Says That His Country Does 
Not Want Intervent®™n by 
Great Britain cr Any Other 
Power — Diplomats 
Hepeless. 


Paris, February 5.—Forelgn Minister 
Delcasse presented a review of the Far 
Fastern situation at a meeting of.the 
cabinet-today, but the foreign officer said 
he was unable to acquaint his colleagues 
with the full contents of the Russian re- 
ply, because it had not been received 
here. Until war actually begins, the 
French authorities say they will take 
the view that a peaceful settlement is 
possible. They admit, however, that the 
chance is slim, despite the concessions 
which Russia is expected have made. 

At the Russian ambassy it is said that 
on Sunday or later there will be news, 
but that there was nothing to justify the 
pessimistic reports which have been cur- 
rent for the last few days. An interview 
published here with Baron Hayashi, the 
Japanese minister to Japan, has. at- 
tracted marked attention, particularly his 
declarations that unless Russia signs a 
treaty carrying out Japan’s demands war 
will result, and also his statement that 
Japan desires to be left alone and will 
object to. any intervention from Great 
Britain tending toward acceptance of the 
Russian reply. . 

One of the officials in touch with the 
foreign office says that if this interview 
Was genuine, as it seemed to be, it was 
of the highest moment as being an indi- 
cation of the warlike attitude of the Japa- 
nese government. Baron Hayashi, pe- 
sides reiterating his former published 
statements that Japan will insist on a 
signed treaty recognizing China's rights 
in Manchuria, is quoted as saying: 

“If Russia refuses this treaty we will 
fight.”’ 

“Is your government unalterably 
termined on this course?’

CHINA URGED TO MAKE

EXCITEMENT REIGNS 
AT RUSSIAN CAPITAL 


Subjects of Czar at Last Realize 
That They Are Facing a Great 
War— The Situation Is 
Discussed by a Rus- 
sian Official. 


St. Petersburg, February 5.—As repofrt- 
ed the draft of the Russian responsé, ten- 
tatively approved by the czar, was tele- 
graphed to General Allexieff. The docu- 
ment follows the course of. its predeces- 
sors. The viceroy will have an opportu- 
nity to examine the phraseology and re- 
turn any objections he may have before 
receiving final instruction to deliver’ the 
reply to Baron DeRosen, Russian minis- 
ter at Tokio, for presentation to Baron 
Komura, Japanese foreign minister. IT is 
understood Viceroy Alexieff will respond 
without any delay, and send the answer 
to reach Japar’ on Monday. 

While the contents of the response are 
naturally guarded they are known to bé 
in a conciliatory spirit and form, and to 
contain what are regarded: here as im- 
portant concessions, although maintaining 
Russia’s former position’ on some of the 
main points covering Manchuria and Ko- 
rea, 

A diplomat who: probably is in closer 
touch with the Russian side of the nego- 
tiations than any other person, informed 
the Associated Press that Korea had 
again become’the most difficult matter 
for adjustment. 

‘Russia,’ he said, ‘‘could not agree to 
Japanese fortifications in southern Ko- 
rea. If the Japanese government is sin- 
eerely desirous of avoiding war,’ he 
added, ‘“‘it will find in the reply, when 
it arrives, a basis for an aTrangement, 
but if the authorities have made up their 
minds to remain unyielding, the negotia- 
tions must end. In any event I do not 
eee low Japan can break off the nego- 
tiations without replying to the Russian 
note and setting forth her minimum de- 
mands.”’ 


Excitement in Russia. 


The news that the note had been sent 
te Viceroy Alexieff became public here 
this morning, and caused an increase of 
anxiety over the future. On the bourse 
this was reflected by a further fal) in 
the prices of securities. The announce- 
ment also created a stir among the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps here, and 
there was much activity and conferring. 

The Japanese minister, M. Kurino, in 
response to an urgent message sent early 
to the British embassy, was closeted with 
the ambassador Sir Claude 8S. Scott, for 
over an hour. Even the Chinese minister 
who is seldom seen in the streets, was 
abroad in a gorgeous sieigh seeking in- 
formation. At all the embassies the at- 
taches were busy getting off cipher dis- 
patches to their governments. The peo- 
ple, for the first time, seemed noticeably 
moved at the prospect of war, gathering 
in groups to discuss the situation. 

Increased anxiety also was apparent at 
the various ministries, but the high offi- 
clals, while not attempting to conceal the

KILLED BY REBEL FIRE 


United States Minister Powell Has 
Ordered Captain of Yankee To 
Avenge the Outrage in a 
Drastic Manner.

San Domingo, Monday, February 
The insurgents this morning deliberately 
fired on the launch of the auxillary 
cruiser Yankee, killing J. C. Johnston, 
the engineer. The bullet entered his head 
above the eye. 

United States Minister Powell has di- 
rected the captain of the Yankee to take 
drastic measures to avenge Johnston's 
death and this insult to the American 
flag. 

Johnston will 
afternoon. 

San Domingo. Wednesday, February 3. 
—The funeral of J. C. Johnston, the en- 
gineer of the Yankee’s launch, who was 
deliberately killed by the insurgents last 
Monday, took this morning in- 
stead of Monday afternoon, as had been 
arranged. The body was escorted to its 
grave in the Santa Barbara cemetery br 
a detachment of marines, bluejackets and 
officers from the Yankee, headed by the 
ship’s band. There were in all 100 men 
from the cruiser in the cortege. United 
States Minister Powell, the American 
consul and vice consul and nearly all 
the diplomatic and consular representa- 
tives here went to the funeral. The pro- 
vistonal government sent a detachment 
of troops to act as an escort. 

Great surprise is .expressed by all 
foreigners here that the commander of 
the Yankee has not demanded immediate 
satisfaction for this inexcusable act, and 
for the firing upon the American flag by 
the insurgents.

GERMAN CONSUL GUARDED 
BY AMERICAN MARINES 


San Domingo, Saturday, January 30.— 
The German consul here has requested 
l'nited States Minister Powell to afford 
protection to Herr Worman, the German 
vice consul. that he might bring his fam- 
ily into the city, as the insurgents have 
given Mr. Worman 48 hours to leave 
where he is. or suffer the consequences. 

Consequently. Mr. Powell secured @& 
guard of sixty men from the United 
States cruiser Colombia, and informed the 
government that it was the Intention of 
the. German consul and himself to bring 
Herr Worman’s family into the city and 
asked the government that its troops not 
fire upon this party, while it was on its 
mission. He &ald that if fired upon they 
would protect themselves. As soon a@s 
the guard passed outside the city they 
were covered by the guns of the Colom- 
bia. No attack was made and the Wor- 
man family and their belongings were 
brought back here in safety. 

All the houses outside the city walls 
have been pillaged. The insurgents are 
desperate and are destroying foreign 
property wherever they find it. Mr. Pow- 
ell has received urgent appeals to p-0- 
tect foreign property against this pillag- 
ing and the Colombia may be compelled 
to land marines to do so. 

The firing around the city continues. 
The situation is serious, the prices of 
provisions are very high and the peor 
are suffering from want of food. :

Raleigh, N. C., February 5.—(Special.)—

He added that they were going to col- 
lect this money out of North Carolina, 
that over haif a million dollars were in- 
volved and that the democratic party 
would have to suffer all the odium. This 
private secretary who talked so freely 
in the presence of two Raleigh men, has 
not so far been mentioned in this affair, 
but from his conversation the ex-official 
who tells of the matter judged that he 
and Governor Russell were the persoas 
interesting themselves in it. The denun- 
ciations of ex-Senator Russell by the dem- 
orcratic press of the state are hearty.

Though feeling against him is intense, 
there has been so far no attempt at 
lynching. 


Effort To Secure Immigrants. 

An earnest effort is to be made to se- 
cure immigration to North Carolina. 
The need of this is urgent. <A meeting 
is to be held at Greensboro on the 1i6th 
to make plans on this line. It has been 
claimed that white immigration could 
not be secured for that state, on account 
of the presence of a large colored popu- 
lation, but there are some persons who 
do not believe this, but think that work 
in Europe will secure a desirable class 
of laborers, these being what are needed.

ConsMtut?On Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., February 5.—(Special.)—Al- 
though declared time and again to be 
navigable, the Ocmulgee proved a tough | 
proposition yesterday for the govern- 
ment boat Oconee and like the experience 
of the Maloy, hers was a rough one. 
Sandbars, logs, sharp bends and in- 
hospitabie river banks placed the good 
boat hors du combat shortly after the 
battle with the waves of the Ocmulgee 
began, and with her stern whee] stripped 
of several paddles, the craft was com- 
pelled to strike her colors and tie up to 
the river bank at Bullards. ' 
The trouble commenced shortly after 
lines had been cast off at Macon and 
although the Oconee managed tou get 
safely out of sight of the admiring on- 
lookers at the wharf and around the 
bend, she came in contact with a sand- 
bar, overlooked by the pilot on. the 
charts, and stuck for an hour back of 
the grandstand at the Central City park. 


‘This trifle did not in the least dampe 


the enthusfasm of the some forty guests 
aboard and the steam winch wag brought 
into aetion. A few turns’ around tke 
nigger head of a line made fast to a 
nearby tree and the unlucky craft was 
hauled off the bar and proceeded on her 
journey to the Pulaski county meitropo- 
lit 

Everything then progressed smoothly 
and things looked bright for a safe and 
quick voyage. The forward cabin on the 
hurricane deck was comfortably filled 
with merry passengers while others bent 
on enjoying the scenery along the river 
occupied steamer chairs about the decks 
and listéned to the strains of music waft- 
ed on the morning breeze by the auto- 
mati¢ piano while the latest songs and 
selections issued from the big horn of 
a phonograph In inimitable style. 

Took Sharp Head Into Bank. 

While the sky was bright and the ba- 
rometer in the navigator’s cabin showed 
no Sign of an approaching storm, trou- 
ble was ahead and the first intimation 


the passengers had that everything was 
not all right was when the piano nearly 
toppled over on Will Irvine who at the 
time was manipulating the bellows of the 
running gear.

ties of river Navigation. It seems that 
some of the bends in the riyer are quite 
abrupt and as the Oconee was under 
four bells at the time and going at a 
fairly good speed she failed to answer 
promptly as the helm was thrown hard 
over. This was puzzling to the pilot as 
the boat is generally sensitive and an- 
Swers the helm well. The matter was 
soon explained when it was found a por- 
tlon of her rudder had been carried 
away when she had been dry docked on 
the sandbar back of Central City park. 

This accklent, which occurred near the 
mouth of the Echeeconee creek, did not 
end the troubles of the Oconee. The 
contact with the bank did not in the 
Jeast injure the boat and it was found 
upon sounding the well that she was not 
taking aboard any water. The pilot 
pulled the signal wire and the bell in the 
engine room sounded full speed astern. 

As the ponderous paddle churned the 
crystal wasters of the Ocmulgee into a 
seething foam, the boat slowly came off 
the bank and gracefully returned to the 
channel. But in doing so the paddle 
wheel came in contact with a stray log 
or stump and- several paddles from the 
wheel were carried away. This badly 
crippled the boat and from that time on 
the progress was slow. 


Traveled with Broken Wheel. 


The crippled craft limped along gamely 
until one bell in the afternoo. watch, 
4:30 o'clock, when it became apparent 
to those aboard that if Hawkinsville was 
to be reached last night, it would be nec- 
essary to continue the journey by train. 
With this end in view the boat tied ur 
when Bullards was reached and the party 
made the trip overland for a mile to the 
railway station, where some embarked 
for Macon while the remainder of the 
passenggs waited for the night train 
from Macon to proceed to Hawkinsville. 

Among those who returned -by train was 
Colonel Quinn, of the United States army 
engineers, in charge of the river improve- 
ment work in this section, and Elibridge 
Robbins Conant, of the government engin- 
eering corps. Many of those _returning 
expressed their doubts as to the naviga- 
Dility of the Ocmulgee as it is at pres- 
ent, although the general opinion seemed 
to be that when the government finished 
its labors boats of light draught would 
be able to reach Macon. 

It was stated that boats could average 
seven or eight miles an hour between 
here and Hawkinsville, but Judd S. Hill 
declares the only way for a boat to make 
that time jis loaded on a flat car.

New York, February 6.—(Special.)— 
While attending the funeral of Dennis 
Sullivan, an old comrade in armg and a

W. Johnson, of Brooklyn, today dropped 
dead from heart disease.

gravity of the outlook remained calm, 


insisting that the steps taken by the 
government leave a way open to the 
peaceful settlement. They say the mil- 
itary and naval preparation have been 
forced on Russia by the open and hur- 
ried demonstrations of Japan, and add 
that misinterpretations are constantly be- 
ing placed on Russian movements in the 
Far East, which represent Russia as al- 
ready engaged in aggressive tactics. 
Departure of Russian Fleet. 

As an illustration they cite a dispatch 
published in London reporting the al- 
leged mysterious departure of the Rus- 
sian fleet from Port Arthur. The chief 
of the naval staff said this movement 
was utterly without warlike significance. 
He authorized the statement that thé 
ships merely left the harbor in the 
course of a cruise around the end of the 
Ta-Lien-Wan peninsula, to try their en- 
gines so as to be in readiness to meet 
the Japanese warships im case of an 
attack, and. added that the vessels which 
had returned to Port Arthur would not 
reenter the harbor, because the entrance 
was so narrow that they could be bot- 
tled up. 

When shown the Associated Press dis- 
patch under today’s date from its Rus- 
sian correspondent at Port Arthur, the 
@ame official declared it to. be correct in 
every particular. He also said Russian 
troops had not been dispatched to Che- 
mulpo and declared that the sending of 
Russian troops to Korea or the dispatch- 
ing of Russian warships to Korean 
waters was impossible under the present 
circumstances, both on account of 
strategic and political reasons. 

‘“Russia’s policy,” the official con- 
tinued, “is strictly defensive. She is de- 
termined to avoid any provocation. How- 
ever strategically, it was folly to disperse 
our forces by sending warships from 
Port Arthur or men to Korea.”’ 

Russian Line of Defense. 

The chief of the naval staff pointed on 
a map to a Manchurian and Russian ter- 
ritory between Port Arthur and Vlad- 
ivostock as being the Russian strong 
line of defense. 

“The Japanese will have a hard job 
to beat us there,” he said, “this is bad 
country for fighting with a squadron at 
Port Arthur, four powerful crwisers at 
Viadivostock d a strong army massed 
between such as the Russian plan for a 
defensive campaign;-from which there is 
no likelihood of deviation. 

The tone of the St. Petersburg nows- 
papers is less pessimistic. They seem to 
realize the acuteness of the crisis. The 
Novoe Vromya remarks that if a 
tragedy must come, We must be prepared 
to meet it. 

It is noticeable also that the papers 
are more freely discussing the war pren- 


-arations, chronicling daily the departure 


of troops eastward from the various 
provinces. Practically every regiment is 
furnishing its quota for service there. 
The imperial court seems undisturbed. 
Social functions are proceeding as usual. 
The second court ball is announced for 
February 9. 

A dispatch from Vladivostock confirms 
the reports that large numbers of Jap- 
anese families have left the Dikolskoye 
and Ussuri regions. It gives a gloomy 
picture of the slump in trade, shows 
that clothes and money are scarce, and 
adds that constant street rows are oc- 
curring. War is regarded there as im- 
minent, even the Japanese and Russian 
children play at war games in the streets, 

All Ships in Commission. 

All the ships of the Russian Pacific 
squadron which have been held in reserve 
are now in full commission. 

The regiments of the Third East Sibe- 
rian rifle brigade, which recently left 
Port Arthur, are taking temporary sta- 
tions along the Chinese railroad. 

The Port Arthur garrison has, been 
strengthened by the arrival there of the 
Seventh brigad> of conscripts, who have 
recently been going through a short 
course of training. 

Stores of provisions and coal are being 
accumulated and all the necessary mili- 
tary works are being actively pushed for- 
ward. 

Both the army and navy aré in excellent 
condition and everything is ready for an ~ 
emergency, but all are patiently awaiting 
the outcome of the negotiations. The 
Russian population is tranquil. Very few 
of the Russians are leaving, but many 
Japanese mercnants are selling out and 
going home. Those remaining here feel 
entire confidence in the authorities,

HOODOO HANGS ° 
OVER THE IOWA 


Another Explosion on the 
Battleship-- No One 
Killed, 


Washington, February 5—The following 
telegram has been received at the naval 
department from Captain Train, president 
of the board of inspection and survey, 
dated Fort Monroe yesterday: 

‘“‘While the board of inspection was test- 
ing the hattery this morning on the bat- 
tleship Iowa both guns in starboard for- 
ward 8-inch turreat blew off their muz- 
zles. No damage except to guns and one 
whale boat. No casualties.” 

Immediately on receipt of the telegram 
announcing the accident to the lowa, 
Secretary Moody sent a dispatch call- 
ing for full details and ordering the lowa 
to proceed at once to New York for ex- 
amination and repairs. 

This second exiplosion on the lowa 
within less than a year has cast a gloom 
over the officials of the naval department. 
The cause of the explosion Off Panama 
last year, in which there was a loss of 
life and considerable damage to the ship, 
remains a mystery. Several boards at- 
tempt to clear it up, but without defi- 
nite result. Until the details of the ac- 
cident are obtained Rear Admiral O'Neal, 
chief of ordnance, is not willing to spec- 
vlate as to the cause. The alarming 
feature of these two accidents is the 
apprehension growing in naval 
that the older guns of the navy are not 
strong enough to permit the use of 
smokeless powder in them, It is declar- 
ed that none of tife guns on the Iowa had 
been fired much over a hundred timés, 
and the officials discredit the theory that 
the life of any of the vessel’s guns has 
been exhausted. 

It was said today that the Iowa had 
recently been supplied with a new al- 
lotment of powder, which had been thor- 
Oughly tested.

New Orleahs, February 5.—Today saw 
the wildest scenes of this wild week in 
‘the cotton market. The longs were 
forced to take medicine, even more bitter 
than they have ben giving the bears all 
the season; and tonight, after «ne of the 
Wildest breaks On record in the cotton 
market, the only wonder expressed is 
that no failures have been reported. 

At the lowest levels of the day prices 
were 152 to 180 points lower that the 
highest levels, and about 3 cents lower 
than what cotton was selling for at the 
first of the week. 

The market was thrown into a panie 
Boon after the opening by the immense 
amount of cotton that was offered for 
fale. Where the offerings came from 
Was a mystery, tit thousands ypon thou- 
sands of bales were thrown upon the 
market, forcing prices down ten and 
twenty points at a time. Such wild 
Bcenes Were never before witnessed at the 


.fotton exchange, although the floor had 


had the appearance of a 
time. Crowds of people lined Gravier 
Street, watching the brokers, almost 
throwing themselves over each other in 


riot many a 


their eagerness to get nearer the center 
Z 


of the ring and hur! their cotton at each 
other. There appeared to be ten sellers 
to one buyer. 

Brown Rallies the Bears. 

At the height of the turmoil, when it 
looked as if the market must go to pieces, 
the bull leader, W. P. Brown, did a most 
remarkable thing. Standing on a chair 
at the side of the ring he managed to 
raise his voice above the tumult and com- 
manded brokers to stop. offering their 
cotton ifteen and twenty points under 
the market. 

“You will break the market and your- 
selves if you continue,” he said. “Take 
the cotton yourselves and carry it and 
you will make a profit on it; there is no 
use in bringing ruin to the cotton busi- 
ness of the city. Now is the time to 
Stand together and show the world that 
the New Orleans cotton market is the 
greates market there is.’’ 

Brown's stand against the selling im- 
mediately had its effect, as it was clear- 
ly evident to every one that the rules of 
the exchange were being broken by the 
way many brokers were offering cotton. 
Brown followed his speech by heavy bid- 
ding and buying, and in a few minutes 
other longs followed his lead and in a 
short time in place of the panic compara- 
tive quiet relgned, and prices showed a 
material recovery, although the market 
had a weak tone up to the close. 

At the lowest levels of the day March 
had lost 152 points at 13.88: May had 
lost 175 points at 14.15, and uly had lost 
180 points at 14.50. The clcze was from 
85 to 70 points higher than the lowest 
levels of the day. 

Sully Predicts Rebound. 
‘Daniel . Sully, who will not leave New 
York, as renorted, late this afternoon 
wired U. R. Fagan, his New Orleans 
manager, as follows: 

“The enormous liquidation in this mar- 
ket, although to some extent the result 
of the wad scare, was induced largely as 
a matter of protection. The selling or- 
ders were for weak long customers, whose 
margins had grown dangerously small as 
@ result of recent declines. There was 
BOmMe operation for short account, but the 
interest thus created is local and conse- 
quently weak. Wall street interests were 
conspicuous later ia the day by their op- 
erations on the long side and spinners 
were heavy buyers. 

“Tt is our opinion that this reaction will 
bring out all.the cotton that did not re- 
spond to the high prices that. have ruled 
the last three days, and we also believe 
the market is in shape for a greater ad- 
vance than t has seen this season. AS 
f00n as the sentimental effect of this 
war has passed away, cotton will be 
judged on its merits, as it will have to 
be, and prices are certain to rebound.”

COTTON PRICES CONTINUE 
TO TUMBLE IN NEW YORE 

New York, February 5.—The drop in 
cotton prices was continued today soon 
after the market opened. The May op- 
tion sold at !4c, a decline of 120 points, 
or a cent and one-fifth per pound since 
yesterday. The selling was so heavy that 
the market seemed to be completely de- 
moralized. 

During the decline rumors of all kinds 
were circulated. Commission houses hold- 
ing lange lines of cotton which were either 
not sold on the advance or were bought 
on the break yesterday on the theory of 
reaction, threw thousands of bales on the 
market for whatever price they would 
bring. 

At the opening many thousand bales of 
both May and July cotton were bought 
by the bull pool and this succeeded for a 
time in stemming the decline. By taking 
large quantities of cotton the pool brokers 
succeeded in holding the market and 
with other brokers covering short cot- 
ton advanced about %c in fifteen min- 
utes. Then another wave of liquidation 
swept over the pit and it soon become 
evident that the power of one individual 
or a set of individuals was not great 
enough to prevent a crash. The buyin 
was no more than a drop Mm the buck 
and prices crumbled away again about as 
rapidly as was the case yesterday. 

At the low point prices were 450 points 
(41%4 cents per pound) below the high fig- 
ures of Monday. 

After the rush to sell had abated there 
was a rally and just before the close the 
bull pool bought, bidding July up to 
14.92. The close was fairly steady, with 
July quoted at 14,84. The net decline was 
35 to 52 points on the old crop, while the 
new crop months were 5 points higher to 
10 points lower.

Major Keesler Tendered New 
Rank by Governor 
Vardaman. 


Jackson, Miss., February 5.—(Special.j— 
Governor Vardaman has tendered the ap- 
pointment of major general, commanding 
the Mississippi national guard, to Major 
S. R. Keesler, of Greenwood, command- 
ing the third battalion of the, First regi- 
ment, the rank having, been made vacant 
by the resignation of Major General J. M. 
Billups, who retires after a service of 
several years, 

Major Keesler will be in every way ac- 
ceptable for this rank and among national 
guardsmen it is universally hoped that 
he will accept it, He ranks among. the 
very ablest military men in the state and 
as captain of the Greenwood company in 
the state militia was considered the best 
company commander in the organization, 
his command making a splendid showing 
at every encampment. 

He has been connected with the national] 
guard since early manhood, and if given 
the next highest rank to commander in 
chief assurance ig felt that new life and 
vigor will be injected into the organiza- 
tion. Adjutant General Fridge has asked 
an appropriation of $15,000 per year from 
the legislature for the support of the 
guard, and it is believed that the bill 
wil] be passed with but little opposition, 


Uniform School Book Fight. 
The friends of the proposed uniform 
school book system are feeling somewhat 
apprehensive over the evident disposition 
to delay the measure in the senate. The 
bill has been twice made a special ordtr 
and each time continued, on last evening 
being deferred until Tuesday, at which 
time it is hoped to bring it to a vote, but 
it is not altogether certain that its sup- 
porters will succeed in doing 80. 

It was stated on the floor of the senate 
yesterday that two-thirds of the members 
nave pledged themselves to their con- 
stituents to vote for the uniform school 
book bili, and heretofore no uneasiness 
has been felt over its success. Several 


schoo] book representatives whose faces 


are quite familiar, however, have ap- 
peared in the lobbies within the past 
few days, and this may have at least a 
small bearing on the subject. The senate 
on Tuesday will decide whether to first 
consider the original bill offered by Mr. 
Franklin, of the thirty-first, or the Gor- 
don gubstitute. 
May Pay for Paving. 

The house committee on appropriations 
has decided to reconsider its adverse re- 
port on the bill appropriating $3,000 to 
pay the state’s pro rata of the paving 
work in the city of Jackson, the work 
Nnaving been done in front of the old 
capitol ullding and the governor's 
mansion. 

It seems TRat this comm!ittee was in- 
clined to give Jackson's claim a black eye 
because of the additional $1,000 asked 
for fire protection accorded the state's 
property, and the question of common 
honesty involved in the paving matter 
was quite overlooked. The members are 
now seéing the matter in a different light, 
however, anu it is assured that a favor- 
able report will be made on the Dill. It 
will be managed on the floar of the house 
by Mr. Wells, of Hinds, who was in- 
fluential in inducing the committee to re- 
consider its report. 

World’s Fair Board Meets. 

The Mississippi world’s fair commission 
held a meeting today to discuss the fur- 
ther plans tor the state exhibit at St. 
Louis. The commission has asked the 
jegislature to appropriate an additional 
$15,000 to complete the exhibit, the origi- 
ral $50,000 appropriation . having been 
tound insufficient to make a creditable 
display in all respects. 

World’s Fair Commissioner R. H. Henry 
appeared befcre the house committee on 
appropriations last evening and set forth 
the reasons why the additionat amount 
is necessary, giving the committee a clear 
and comprehensive statement of what has 
been done and what yot remains to be 
done. It is more than likely that the 
committee wili make favorable report on 
the bifl within the next few days. 

Capitol Commission in Session. 

The Mississippi capitol commission held 
a meeting last night with Governor Var- 
daman, Attorney General Williams and 
Messrs. Stovall, Dean and Thompson 
present. Mr. Theo Link, of St. Louis, the 
designing and supervising architect, was 
also present, and the commissioners dis- 
cussed with the architect the additional 
amount of furniture necessary for the 
building and the plans and specifications 
necesgary for the landscape gardening. 

It is agreed among the commissioners 
that the $200,000 appropriation suggested

measures. 

The legislature has been rather lazy 
and listless this week, so far @s the en- 
actment of laws is concerned. Nearly all 
of the bills passed are citner minor meas- 
ures or local and private legislation, and 
the greater portion of the work accom- 
plished has been in the committee rooms, 
These working bodies, however, have 
been quite industrious, and the principal 
committees have very few bills pending 
on which agreements Have not been 
reached.

According to Story at Louisville, 
Man Who Kilied Girl Has Com- 
mitted Suicide After Con- 
fessing—No Confirma- 
tion of Story. 


Louisville, Ky., February 5.—According 
to advices received here today from Bea- 
ford, Ind., Sheriff Smith, of that city, 
has received a letter from a man in New 
Albany, which is 4 miles below Louis- 


vile, on the Indiana side, saying that a 
body had been found in the Ohio river 
there, and that in the coat pocket was 
a@ letter admitting that the writer was 
the murderer of Miss Sarah Schaefer. A 
mumber of letters from Miss Schaefer 
were also found on the body. On the 
corpse was found also, according to the 
letter to the sheriff, a gold watch in- 
@cribed as follows: 

“Presented to Willlam Henry Mead by 
the Members of the Iroquois Boating 
Club, January 1, 1901!.’’ 

Telephone communication with New 
Albany at 10:30 a, m. failed to confirt 
this story. 

Body Located in Ice. 

The letter was signed Wallace Willis 
Sims. It was dated at Loulsville, Feb- 
ruary 4, at 2:30 p. m. The writer says 
that on Wednesday morning he located 
the body in the ice of the Ohlo river a 
mile below New Albany and anchor- 
ed it until evening, and then 
took it out and placed it in cold 
storage. He refuses to tell where the 
body is or to. describe it. He says 
there were found on the body letters 
dated December 29, 1903; January 4, 
1904, and January 13, 1904, signed Sarah, 
and in a vest pocket was a small ring 
engraved ‘‘W.”’ to ‘‘S.” Also the watch. 

In another letter found on the body, 
Sims says, is a detailed description of the 
crime. This letter, Sims says, stated that 
the writer arrived at Bedford at 4:30 p. 
m., January 21, for the purpose of com- 
mitting the crime and to get detailed in- 
formation about their approaching mar- 
riage. He armed himself with a piece of 
brick, found near the Monon station, 
went to the Johnson boarding house and 
waited for Miss Schaefer, He caught up 
with her, argued some time on the sub- 
ject of marriage, She asked him to wait 
till morning. They quarreled, she slap- 
ped him and he struck her with his fist, 
but not before she had pulled his hair. 

Killed with Brick. 

She fell to the ground and he pounded 
her head with a brick and carried her to 
the shed. He then escaped to Louisville. 

It is reported here that Miss Griffin, 
of Lafayette, will be brought here to 
point out the man who she says followed 
her while on a visit to this city last 
March. 

The detectives have received another 
Jetter from a man in aq little town of 
southern. Michigan which says that the 
crime was committed by an Elkhart man 
and that the ‘writer of the leiter was 
here with him when he did the deed. He 
Says if the authorities will protect h!m 
he will go to Elkhart and pgint out the 
man who killed Miss Schaefer, 

Detectives from Chicago have gone to 
Michigan to see if they can find the man 
to take him to Elkhart. The detectives 
do not place much stress on the letter, 
believing it to be an effort to get at the 
reward.

FAITH UPHELD 
BY HELEN POST 


High Priestess of Mental 
Science Goes on Witness 
Stand. 


Jacksonville, Fla., February §.—Nine- 
teen witnesses in behalf of the defense 
testified today in the case against Helen 
Wilmans-Post, the mental science healer. 
All of the testimony went to show that 
the defendant had been very successful in 
her treatment of patients by the mental 
science treatment, even at a great dis- 
tance, 

Mrs. Post was placed on the stand to 
testify in her own behalf. She stated 
that she was 73 years of age and that she 
had studied Christian science and men- 
tal treatment ever since she was 30 years 
of age. She is, and has been for @ num- 
ber of years, a firm believer in the power 
to cure by mental science. She claimed 
that when a mind has been regularly and 
thoroughly trained in the science of men- 
tal healing its powers to overcome the 
ills of the flesh is beyond computation. 

She said that since she began her men- 
tal science healing treatment she has 
treated between 7,000 and 10,000 patients 


and that her records show that at least 


80 per cent of them have reported them- 
selves as being cured or at least greatly 
improved by the treatment. The defen- 
dant denied all of the statements made 
by her former elerks to the effect that 
she kept no recod of the people applying 
to her for treatment. She claimed to 
know all about each cose. 

She claimed that it was just as easy 
for her to treat a thousand patients col- 
lectively as it is for a lecturer to address 
a thousand persons in an audience. She 
sent out her thought to her patients and 
thought not only went where it was sent, 
but it was charged with a work to do, 
and it did it. 

She claimed that the thought was 
charged with a message of healing, and 
that it always fulfilled its mission with 
absolute certainty. She denied emphatic- 
ally that she had ever stated that peo- 
ple liked to be fooled or liked to be hum- 
bugged when speaking of mental science 
treatment. 

The defense closed its case late in the 
afternoon and the prosecution will begin 
in the morning putting on witnesses in 
rebuttal to the evidence given by the wit- 
nesses for the defendant. The arguments 
will probably begin tomorrow. 

The case will not go to the jury this 
week.

In Their Efforts To Keep Popular 
with Two Organizations They 
Succeed in Antagonizing 
Both Pressmen and 
Printers.

“To use the Jabels or not to use the 
union labels; that is the question.” 

Anyway it had a number of the candi- 
da‘es for election to Fulton county offices 
very much worrled yesterday. It was 
this way. Not very long ago some of 
the hopeful officeseekers had cards priit- 
ed with their names, together with the 
office to which they aspired. They had 
these printed with a Typographical union 
label printed on the card. It was almost 
icss than no time after these had been 
distributed for political purposes until 
cn immediate session of the henchmen 
was called. They instantly reported that 
ihe pressman belonging to a union of 
their own threatened that if such cards 
were uscd they would work for the de- 
feat cf the candidate in question, and 
use their influence with others in the 
Federation of Trades. 

The clouds darkened the politica] hori- 
zon until some ‘‘foxy"’ candidate suggest- 
ed cards with both labels, showing that 
a union man had put the name in type 
and another union man had printed it. 
A search was made o? the printing offices 
where both labels could be secured and 
other candidates followed suit. The prob- 
lem seemed solved until yesterday, when 
communications were received from both 
unions objecting to this ‘‘middle of the 
rcad,” or rather “both sides of the road” 
arrangement. 

Again a session was called and the 
cloud that rested over the Fulton county 
horizon seemed darker than that reported 
as resting above the Russo-Japanese 
hills of Manchuria. The question was 
brought up as to whether it would be 
best to use just one of the labels or none 
at all. Argumenis were used in favor of 
all ways, but no solution’ to the question 
was agreed upon. 

Difference of Opinion. 

It will be remembered that some time 
ago a difference of Opinion arose regard- 
ing a certain matter between the Typo- 
graphical uniun ard the Pressmcn’s union 
and following this both unions became in- 
dependent of each other, Arparently the 
candidates are anxiOus to secure the sup- 
port of both erganizations and are mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to this end. 

One who is in a position to know said 
yesterday that it was quite probable that 
upward of a dczen candidates _would 
enter the race for coroner. This is al- 
ways a favorite berth and there are many 
applicants who are always anxious to 
look after the “dead citizens,’ together 
with the accompanying fees. ‘I remem- 
ber about fifteen years ago,’’ began the 
politician, ‘‘that these things got so busy 
in the coroner’s department that the per- 
quisites that year made it the most valu- 
able in all the county offices. The matter 
was taken to the legislature the next 
year and so arranged as to place $1,500 
as the limit of remuneration for the in- 
cumbent.

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Good for Georgia’s Senators. 

The announcement comes from 
Washington that on Monday Senator 
Clay, of Georgia, will address the sen- 
ate in favor of the ratification of the 
Panama cana! treaty, and that it is 
probable that Senator Bacon will also 
speak the same day. 

This is good news for Georgia, and 
good news of the Georgia senators! 

Georgia is fortunate in having two 

senators who can be relied upon to 
protect the material interests of their 
great state, and who are big enough 
and broad enough to align themselves 
on the liveral side of the great ques- 
tions coming under their considera- 
tion. No part of the union is more in- 
terested in the construction of the Pa- 
nama canal than the south, and no 
part of the south is more deeply inter- 
ested in the beginning of work on the 
cana] than Georgia. 
Hence it would have been a great 
disappointment to the people of this 
state had either of their senators con- 
cluded that it was their duty to op- 
pose the ratification of the pending 
treaty, which, if defeated, would delay 
indefinitely the prospect of securing 
an isthmian connection between the 
two oceans to put the ocean and gulf 
coast line of the southern states in 
the direct path of the world’s greatest 
water route. 

Fine spun theories, anl hair-split- 
ting technicalities, as to how Panama 
secured its independence’ may have 
been well enough in their time, and at 
their proper place, but the fact re- 
mains that Panama has won its inde- 
pendence, that its autonomy has been 
recognized by practically the whole 
civilized world, and that whatever may 
be the action of this country on the 
pending treaty Panama will not be 
restored to Colombia. 

It must also be remembered that 
after the most diligent investigation 
it has not been made to appear that 
this country was in any measure re- 
sponsible for the secession of Pana: 
ma. True, this country was notified 
by its consular representatives at the 
outbreak of the trouble, and it imme- 
diately took steps to protect American 
interests and to guarantee open trans- 
it across the isthmus. Had anything 
else been done our country would 
have been responsible for the conse- 
quences. Under the existing condli- 
tions the action taken was fully justi- 
fied and that conclusion is emphasized 
by the absolute failure to prove any 
connivance whatsoever between our 
national authorities and those in Pan- 
ama who were instrumental in launch- 
ing the revolutionary movement 
against Colombia. 

Colombia lost Panama, and she will 
lose the canal, by the incontinent 
greed which prompted the Bogota gov- 
ernment to overthrow the treaty of its 
own making in order that Colombia 
might be in a better position to act the 
part of a national highwayman against 
the United States. It was a bold ef- 
fort at robbery and it failed. 
Whatever right Colombia may have 
had to expect the syiipathy of this 
country at the division of its territory 
in the withdrawal of Panama was for- 
feited by the high-handed proceeding 
which, perhaps directed by the trans- 
continental railroads, sought either to 
defer or to defeat the long cherished 
hope of an isthmian canal. Had the 
Hay-Herran treaty been ratified by Co- 
lombia, the canal for which it provid- 
ed would now have been under con- 
struction. 

It is fortunate, indeed, that so many 
of the democratic senators will sup- 
port the ratification of the pending 
treaty. It now appears that a large 
majority of the democratic senators 
are for, instead of against, the 
ratification of the treaty, and that 
their position guarantees that our 
country will not pass the opportunity 
of a century to close canal negotia- 
tions and to begin the work of actual 
construction. The democratic party 
would have been placed in a humill- 
ating and an indefensible position had 
its senators taken any other course. 

All praise, therefore, to the Georgia 
senators and to all the other demo- 
cratic senators who are standing for 
the ratification of the treaty and for, 
instead of against, the canal—for su- 
gar coat the issue as you may, there is 
no doubt that in its last analysis the 


question has come to be one of—Pan- 
ama, or no canal at all!

The North and the Negro. 

Under the head of “The Black Prob- 
lem,” The Indianapolis Sentinel takes 
a recent Constitution editorial on ne- 
gro criminality at the north as a text 
and says some pertinent things in 
kind, emphasizing our plea to the 
north to recognize that there is a good 
negro as well as a bad negro, and that 
a just discrimination should be made 
instead of an unjust resort to indis- 
criminate proscription of the race. 

The Sentinel truly observes: 

The majority of these people, if given 
a chance and not spoiled by indulgence 
and not falsely directed py republican 
politicians, become useful members of 
the communities in which they live. The 
g00d negro is all right within the sphere 
in which he moves, but the “bad nigger’”’ 
is so utterly wrong and out of place in 
any civilized territory that the toleration 
of his presence is a strain-almost too 
great to be borne. 


The truth of this is demonstrated in 
any southern city today. Casual ob- 
servers on the streets of Atlanta need 
but the evidence of their eyes to tell 
them that this city’s large colored pop- 
ulation is prosperous, and there is no 
surface evidence that it is not content- 
ed. The vast majority of our colored 
citizens are useful members of the 
community, and certainly the absence 
of a false social indulgence and polit- 
ical coddling has served to increase 
their self-respect and enhanced their 
material opportunities. They have 
their own world, in the proper sense, 
but it and the greater white world are 
interdependent and know no senseless 
friction. The fact that the southern 
negro has his separate sphere socially 
constitutes the stepping stones for his 
higher advancement. The “mixed” 
plan of the north means white monop- 
oly in professional pursuits, trade and 
employment, and a Caucasian intoler- 
ance that does not scruple to boycott 
the African in his every source of live- 
lihood and even deny him peaceable 
residence in its midst. Caucasian 
toleration and race social segregation 
at the south have made 8,000,000 ne- 
groes the masters of their own for- 
tune, so far as the opportunity for 
honest labor, the acquisition of prop- 
erty, education, and moral and rell- 
gious training is concerned. Any oth- 
er plan would have resulted in the de- 
struction of the negro and the ruin of 
the south. 

The Indianapolis 
further: 

We believe that it is conceded that the 
People of the south known how to handle 
the negro better than we do. But we 
Can learn and in the nature of things 
must learn, The great trouble is that 
most of the best of the race stay in the 
south and many of the worst are driven 
Or come uninvited to the north and by 
their conduct bring reproach upon those 
of their color who are not only good citi- 
zens, but who have a sincere desire to 
advance along the lines of good citizen- 
ship. 

Our contemporary’s admission 1s the 
general one at the north today with 
regard to the south’s superior knowl- 
edge of “how to handle the negro.” 
In the foregoing we have briefly indi- 
cated why the whites and negroes get 
along peaceably and to their mutual 
material well-being in the “black belt” 
of the union, It seems a paradox to 
the northern mind that southerners 
should not harbor a sort of historical 
animosity toward the negro because of 
the abolition war and the abolition 
politics of the “man and brother,” and 
they take for granted that such ani- 
mosity must create a perpetual race 
feud in the south. It, therefore, aston- 
ishes our visitors from the north to 
come south and see no outward trace 
of a “race problem” from the Poto- 
mac to the Rio Grande, but whites and 
blacks getting along together with 
more harmony than do the several na- 
tionalities of the northern states. The 
negro who prefers to do right prefers 
to stay in the south, where he is 
“given a chance,” as our Indianapolis 
contemporary puts it, and where he 
knows‘he has white friends who are 
glad to give him remunerative em- 
ployment and help him to maintain his 
own elevating institutions, even 
though they are not loud in vocal pro- 
fessions of friendship. 

It is gratifying, for the sake of jus- 
tice to a misunderstood ’and misrepre- 
sented people, that the north is at last 
coming to the view that the south best 
understands and best treats the negro. 
We have tried to treat him in a way 
to merit the admission. If our north- 
ern friends will adopt our meth- 
ods they will find the colored citl- 
zen not an obnoxious member of the 
body politic, but a co-helper in the 
community’s upbuilding. Their grow- 
ing problem of negro criminality will 
be minimized by the enforcement of 
drastic vagrancy laws, and the ne- 
groes in their midst will be infinitely 
less likely to become loafers and pred- 
atory idlers if they are accorded the 
right to work on their manual merits, 
as they are here in the south.

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CHURCH REFUSES 
TO SELL LAND 


Louisville and Nashville Fails 
To Get Strip from St. 
Philip. 


The strip of ground twenty-four feet 
wide which the Louisville and Nashville 
has been trying to purchase from St. 
Philip's cathedral will not be obtained 
by the road at present, if at all. The 
véstrymen of the church have decided 
not to sell it. When asked why the etrip 
would not be sold to the road, Dr. Albion 
W. Knight, rector of the church, replied 
that it was because they didn’t want to 
sell it. Further than this he would not 
talk on the matter. 

This may cause a halt in the Plans of 
the Louisville and Nashville to enter At- 
lanta and erect the million-dollar freight 
terminals which have been mentioned re- 
cently and which are known to be under 
way. 

For some time negotiations have been 
in progress to obtain this strip of land 
belonging to St. Philip’s cathedral and 
which fronts on Washington street, and 
until now it was thought that it had been 
bought by the road. Just why the church 
decided not to sell is not known, but the 
decision of the vestrymen appears to be 
final and positive. The Louisville and 
Nashville may go ahead and build its 
terminals on slightly modified plans, 
leaving out this particular piece of prop- 
erty, the road already owning considera- 
ble amount of land in that vicinity. La- 
ter developments will decide this. At pres- 
ent nothing is known as to whether 
the road will proceed to build or whether 
it will wait and make further attempts 
to secure this land,

Chairman Brown Has the 


Matter Under Considera- 


tion--Hon. John Temple Graves Considering 
Question of Running for Governor, 


state democratic executive commit- 

tee, said yesterday he had not fixed 
any definite date, but he will probably 
issue the call for the gathering of the 
committee within the next two or three 
weeks. The meeting will be held, it is 
considered probable, about the first to 
the middle of march. 

Speaking of the meeting of the state 
committee Chairman Brown said yester- 
day the last meeting of the committee 
was not held until March 29, and the 
time before that it was held on March 15. 
The latter date, he said, was the earliest 
at which the committee had held a meet- 
ing since his connection with it. However, 
that will not govern the meeting this 
year, It will be held when it is consid- 
ered advisable, and it is though some- 
what earlier this year than heretofore. 

Two years ago the democratic primary 
was fixed for June 5, and the state con- 
vention for July 2, just four weeks after 
the primary. These dates seemed gener- 
ally satisfactory to the people of the 
state. Just what dates will be chosen 
this year is ag yet a matter of doubt, as 
there may be presented reasons why oth- 
er dates should be chosen than thgse of 
two years ago. ‘ 

There is no unusual work to come be- 
fore the committee at this meeting. It 
will have to provide for the primary and 
the convention, fix the rules governing 
voting at the primary, and decide such 
party questions as may be submitted to 
it, as the result of this year’s conditions. 

I tis just possible that the state con- 
vention this year will be held the latter 
part of June. The legislature meets now 
on the fourth Wednesday in June and this 
time that will be June 22. The state 
convention might be called just a day 
before the gathering of the legislature, 
or for that matter it could be held at 
any time, as the house would no doubt 
gladly give the use of its hall for the 
short time that the convention would be 
in session. 

Chairman Brown said he knew of no 
special matters that are to come before 
the state committee. Its work, he 
thought, would be of a routine nature, 
consisting only in the provisions for the 
primary and the state convention. 


Graves Is Considering. 

That Hon. John Temple Graves, editor 
of the Atlanta News, is seriously and 
carefully considering the question of get- 
ting into the race for governor, there is 
no doubt whatever. Mr. Graves has re- 
ceived assurances of friendship and sup- 
port from sources which he declines at 
present to divulge, and it is based on 
these that he is giving the matter of en- 
tering the race for governor this year 
careful thought and consideration. 

Mr. Graves was seen yesterday by a 
representative of The Constitution, and 
asked about the report that has coupled 
his name with the race. 

“It ig true,"’ Mr. Graves replied, “that 
I have the matter of entering the race 
for governor under considgration. As- 
surances of friendship and @iapport in this 
connection have come to me from such 
valued and important sources that I could 
not do otherwise than give them the most 
careful] and earnest thought. These have 
come to me entirely unsought by myself; 
in fact, I had given the matter no thought 
until approached by those interested in 
the questions involved, and under ive 
circumstances it was my duty to think 
upon it before giving a final answer. I 
still have the matter under consideration, 
ang will Teach a definite conclusion in 
the course of the next week or ten days.”’ 

Further than this Mr. Graves had noth- 
ing to say with regard to the report. He 
said he could not at present say any- 
thing with regard to those who had ap- 
proached him on the subject, but that he 
would make a statement later. 

The Atlanta correspondent of the Au- 
gusta Chronicle of yesterday, has the 
following interesting comment with re- 
gard to the report in connection with Mr. 
Graves: 

“If Colonel John Temple Graves enters 
the race for the governorship, he wiil 
have the support of the Dupont Guerry 
organization. Some of Mr. Guetry’s ar- 
dent supporters are urging Colonel 
Graves to run. It is said that Hon. 
Joseph Hill Hall is among the number, 
and that he is ready to stump the State 
for Graves. 

“It ig known that a number of con- 
ferences have been held in which Guerry 
men from various parts of the state took 
part.

The republicans of Fulton county, in 
their convention, have set the ball in 
motion by instructing the six delegates 
from this county to the fifth district con- 
vention to vote and work for the nomi- 


y» nation of Mr. Goree. 


This is the first time in many years that 
a republican has entered the lists against 
a democratic candidate and the first time 
for quite a long while that Colonel Liv- 
ingston has had opposition. But these 
facts have not awed the g. 0. p. of Ful- 
ton county. 

Mr. Goree was first proposed to the 
convention by Hon. H. L. Johnson, the 
chairman, who in a very complimentary 
speech declared Mr. Goree to be a life- 
long republican, one of the faithful from 
the time he first reached his majority, 
and thereupon the delegates cheered Mr. 
Goree heartily. 

The subject of the speech arose, how- 
ever, and stated that he could not accept 
all the glory laid on him, for, he said, 
when he was much younger and poorly 
informed about political issues, he had 
voted the democratic ticket and been 1an 
ardent worker in the democratic party of 
Tennessee, from which state he came 
to Atlanta several years ago. 

As a matter of fact not so many years 
ago Mr. Goree was quite a prominent and 
influential democrat among the Tennes- 
seeans, and made several very creditable 
races for office. 

It is said that the same action taken by 
the Fulton county convention will ba 
taken bv every other county convention 
in the fifth district, and that Mr. Gores 
will be the unquestioned nominee of the 
party to secceed Colonel Livingston—It 
he can.

-CONTRE DOCTOR 
GIVES ARSENIC 


“Three Negroes Held on Charge 
+ Of Poisoning Woman 
| 


(Analysis of Victim’s Stomach Showed 
\ Conclusive Proof of the Pres- 
ence of Arsenic—Other Mys- 
terious Deaths May Be 
Explained by Trial. 


After making a thorough analysis of the 
stomach of Sarah Mann, a negress, of 
Ellington, Clayton county, Ga., suspected 
of having been poisoned, Dr. Edgar Ever- 
hart of the Southern College of Pharma- 
cy of Atlanta, yesterday reported to the 
Suthorities there that unmistakable 
traces of arsenic had been discovered. 

Charles Mann, the husband of the de- 
ceased, Bob Middlebrook and George 
Shaw, all negroes, have been held in the 
Clayton county jail awaiting the result 
‘of the investigation. The Mann woman 
Gied a few days ago under suspicious cir- 
cumetances and L. M. Toney, the coroner, 
insisted upon an investigation and sent 
the body to Dr. Everhart of the Southern 
College of Pharmacy for analysis on the 
recommendation of Dr. James Heflin, of 
- Rex, Ga. 

According to the story told by Deputy 
Sheriff R. L. Wagner, who brought the 
stomach to Atlanta, Mann and Middle- 
‘brook were suspected of having induced 
| Shaw, who poses as a sort of negro ‘‘con- 
jure” doctor, to poison the Mann woian, 
It also seems that Shaw had been sus- 
pected of similar practice on former oc- 
casions. 

The story told by the negroes is that 
the woman was suffering from some kind 
of pain, and the conjure doctor gave her 
@ drink of whisky. Her death followed 
in a few hours. In the qualitative anal- 
/ ysis that followed unmistakable signs of 
arsenic poisoning were found, and the 
charge of murder against the three ne- 
groes ig expected to follow. Otherwist 
the stomach was found to be in a normal 
condition. 

Dr. Crenshaw, who is connected with 
the Southern College of Pharmacy, said 
while arsenic is the favorite poison used 
by criminals its presence in the system 
is the easiest to discover in an autopsy. 
There is only one other metal with which 
arsenic can be confused in such an anal- 
ysis, and this is antimony, which is com- 
paratively rare and unknown. 
great reason for the use of arsenic Is 
that it is tasteless, and its presence can 
not be detected by the victim in any 
drink such as coffee or liquor. 

The authorities believe that with: the 
present developments, other cases of sud- 
den death in Clayton county will be ac- 
counted for, and the trial promises to be 
of unusual interest, in that it will show 
the methods and practices of the ‘‘con- 
jure’’ doctors.

Washington, February 5.—The political 
debate in the senate on the proposed loan 
of $4,600,000 to the St. Louis exposition, 
which has been in progress on a point of 
order for the past three days, came to 
a close today through a vote, which fail- 
ed to sustain the point of order and which 
had the effect of leaving the provision 


bin the urgent deficiency appropriation 


bill, which was passed. 

The only speech of the day on this pro- 
vision was made by Mr. Patterson, of 
Colorado, who, while he charged the pan- 
ta of 1893 to the anti-silver agitation in 
this and other countries, announced that 
he was not in favor of another democratic 
pronouncement for silver. 

Mr. Patterson sald that even the people 
of Colorado realized that the issue of 16 
to | had been decided against them, but 
it did not, he said, follow that they 
would throw themselves in the arms of 
the trusts. He referred to Mr. Bryan, say- 
ing: 

“T am glad that there is one man in 
the party with power and influence 
enough to make himself felt who enters 
his protest against surrendering the par- 
ty to those who go from one end of the 
political teeter to the other as their in- 
terest may seem to require.” 

Mr. Patterson then announced his in- 
tention not to press for a further recog- 
nition of free coinage by the democratic 
party, saying that ‘“‘the party is worse 
than Insane which continues to advocate 
a policy which the country has declared 
against. Such a course would destroy 
the usefulness of any party.” 


The Panama Question. 
After the vote on the deficiency bffl 
the Panama canal question was taken up 
and speeches in support of the canal 
treaty were made by Mr. Mallory, of 
Florida, and Mr. Heyburn, of Idaho. 

Mr. Mallory reviewed the events lead- 
ing up to the negotiation of the treaty, 
declaring that Colombia had not acted in 
good faith in connection with the Hay- 
Herran treaty. Mr. Mallory accepted as 
final and conclusive the president’s de- 
nial of the charge of complicity in the 
secession of Panama. He took issue with 
those who criticised the president for 
not turning to Nicaragua after the fail- 
ure of the negotiation with Colombia. 
He failed to find justification for the 
plea that there had been a Violation of 
international law in recognizing the in- 
dependence of Panama, although he con- 
sidered that there had been precipitancy 
in that act, 

He asserted that the recognition given 
by the United States under the circum- 
stances wag a just provocation for war 
by Colombia against the United States. 
He said he found ths orders issued by 
the United States to our naval com- 
manders in isthmian waters were Unjus- 
tiflable under the circumstances. 

Mr. Mallory denounced the action of 
the executive in preventing the landing 
of Colombian troops as a “gross violation 
of the law of nations..’ ;

Notice Given of What Will 
Be Expected of Georgia 
Troops.

General orders No. 2, relating to the 
coming annual inspection of State troops, 
were issued yesterday from the office of 
Adjutant General S. W. Harris. These 
orders call attention to the detail of 
Major F. H. French, of the Sixteenth in- 
fantry, to inspect the Georgia troops, and 
his inspection will be made at the same 
lume as that by Colonel W, G. Obeur, 
inspector general. 

The orders relating to the inspection 
which were issued yesterday are as fol- 
lows; 

“State of Georgia, Adjutant General's 
Office, Atlanta, Ga., February 2, 1904.— 
General Orders No. 2: 

“!. Major F. H. French, Sixteenth in- 
fantry, U. S. A., having reported for 
duty in compliance with orders from tlle 
war department, will make the annual 
inspection for 1904 on behalf of the gov- 
ernment as required by section I4 of the 
U, S. militia act, approved January 2}, 
1903 (Dick bill), published in G. O. No. 4, 
A. G. O., Ga., 1908, beginning February 
8, and continuing until completed. 

**2. Colonel William G. Obear, inspector 
general, will accompany the U.S. inspec- 
tor in the inspection provided in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, and will, at the same 
time, make ‘the annual inspection required 
by section 52 of the military code as 
directed in general orders No. 17, A. G. 
O., Georgia, 1903. 

“3. The uniform to be worn at inspec- 
tion herein provided for will be the blue 
blouse, trousers and cap, white gloves 
but without leggins. 

“4 Whenever practicable, without ex- 
pense to the state, cavalry troops wil! 
be inspected mounted and will wear the 
blue uniform with leggins. 

“S All state and government property 
will be presented for inspection. 

“6 Field, staff and non-commissioned 
staff officers of regiments and batfaliong 
will report for inspection, dismounted, 
at the same time and place as companies 
located at their home station or the 
nearest point thereto. The regimental 
commander will have each member of his 
staff duly notified of the 'time and place 
for inspection. 

“7 Officers and men will make every 
preparation possible for the inspection 
and commanding officers, of whatever 
rank, will at once take all necessary 
steps to plare their commands in such 
a condition that only the most favorable 
comment will be made on their appear- 
ance, drill, discipline. arms, equipments. 
and uniforms. Ft will be necessary for 
officers to see to it in person. that all 
uniforms are thoroughly brushed and 
pressed, buttons properly in place, cap 
ornaments on caps. :.nd that every man 
appears in a neat collar, and with white 
gloves. All brasses and buttons to be 
brightly polished. Rifles to be well -wiped 
and free from rust or dirt. The waist belt 
should be snugly fitted to the body to 
avoid sagging on the side of the bayonet. 
The quarters, store rooms, lockers and 
packing boxes must he clean, property 
not in use to be neatly cleaned and nice- 
ly arranged for inspection. 

“8. The inspector genera] will announcer 
to each organization the date, hour and 
place of inspection, due time being allow- 
ed for the notification of the men. No 
change in dates can be made after an- 
nouncement. 

“9. The inspecting officers will be af- 
forded every facility for the proper dis- 
charge of the duties assigned them, and 
every courtesy will be shown them at 
all times by officers and men.

Havana, February 5.—President Palma’s 
decree increasing the rates of customs 
duties in accordance with the authority 
given him by congress was promulgated 
today and takes effect Monday. 

The rates are considered more favor- 
able to Europe than America: The latter 
hoped that a 30 per cent increase, which 
is the maximum rate allowed by 
sress, would have been placed on goods 
like linens which tthe United States can- 
not manufacture in competition with 
Europe, but which they could hope to 
substitute to some extent with cotton. 
The Amerieans also hoped for a more 
radical increase in the duties on cottons,

Prices Were Extremely Erratic and 


Showed Wide Fluctuattons. 


DECLINE SHARP IN GRAINS 


Fresh War News Was Circulated Late 
in the Day and the Losses Were 
Recovered — Provisions 
Closed Weak end 
Lower. 


Chicago, February 6.—War tension 
overcame a violent setback in graipr 
prices, due to enormous realizing sales. 
Losses of 2c a bushel were made in the 
May delivery of wheat, corn and oats. 
Bat the war news offset all other in- 
fluences and caused a recovery of all the 
loss, closing prices being at the top. Com- 
pared with laet night today's final figures 
were %@tec iower for i wheat, %ec 
higher for corn and oats unchanged. Pro- 
visions were easier, May products closing 
5 to l74sc lower. 

Exceptional activity was displayed in 
Wheat at the opening.. Prices were ex- 
tremely erratic and showed ‘wide fluciua- 
tions. Owing to the acuteness of the war 
situation shorts appeared determined to 
even up business with little regard for 
prices. In this effort May was forced from 
a& cent above the record mark registered 
yesterday, the “pening being %@4c lower 
to 4@%ec pigher at 95c. July closed at 
855,@85%c." "May touched 96c and once 
the price went to 93, July to 84t¢c. After 
the first minute or two of trading there 
was a flood of long wheat poured on the 
market and it seemed as if everyvody 
had wheat for sale. Under this heavy 
pressure prices began to decline, orders 
coming from out-of-town traders, and for 
a time it lockea extremely critical. The 
leader of the bull crowd, however, sup- 
poried tHe market on the break and a 
fair rally occurred. Outside of the signs 
of the impending war, the early uews 
contained several items of exceedingly 
hearish import. Receipts in the north- 
west and soutawest were heavier than 
last year. Weather conditions on the Pa- 
“jfic coast and in the southwest were 
materially improved, .Argentina reported 
much more liberal shipments These fac- 
tors were infiuefitial in bringing out a 
lot of July wheat and incidentally had a 
depressing effect on May. Fresh war ru- 
mors were circulated late in the day, re- 
sulting in another active buying .move- 
ment. The demand became so urgent dur- 
ing the las? few minutes that the early 
loss was all regained. Just before the 
cloge July sold up to 86%c and closed at 
85%,@86. a gain for the day of 4c. May 
closed at 95c. a loss of %@%c. Clearances 
equaled 207,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts were 39,700, against 726,700 a 
year ago. Minneapolis, Duluth and Chica- 
go reportea. 361 cars, against 253 last 
week and 334 a year ago. 

Aside from the heavy liquidatioy early, 
the most conspicuous feature in the corn 
market was the relative strength of the 
Juév delivery. Heavy selling of May by 
some of the prominent holders caused a 
severe break early in the session. The 
violent decline in wheat prices was the 
prime cause for a similar action on the 
part of the corn market. The opening 
on May was unchanged to !-2c lower, at 
5§ 1-2@56c. Prices immediately started 
downward, and before any support ma- 
terialized, May sold offgio 54 Rc. Phere 
was some influential buying on the decline 
and a partial recovery was made. Late 
in the day, on active buying brought out 
by war news, the market became ¢x- 
ceedingly strong and prices advanced 
above the onefing level. Mav closed 1-8e 
higher at 56 1-8c, selling at 56 1-4c. July 
ranged between 51 3-8053 |-2c. closing 
with a gain of 3-4@1 7-8c at 53 1-8c. Lo- 
cal receipts were 189 cars, none of con- 
tract grade. 

Oats followed the cmurse of other grains. 
suffering a sharp eetback during the first 
hour of trading. Heavy liquidation mark- 
ead the earlv trading, but as the session 


advanced. less pressure to sell was mani-_ 


fested. The murtet rallied during the 
last half hour in sympathy with wheat 
and corn, ard the close was at about 
last night's figures. The onening on May 
was 1-8@1-4c lower at 46746 1-8c, and 
after declining to 44 1-4. the price held 
auite steady until near the close, when it 
advanced to 56 1-4. The close was at 
the ton and on a level with vesterday’s 
clase. Local receipts were 98 cars. 

Trading in provisions was active, but 
a weaker tone prevailed. The decline in 
the grain nits and lower prices for hogs 
had a depressing influence earlv in the 
dav. and the market was tmahble to re- 
gain losses sustained under liberal liaui- 
dation at that figure.

STOCK MARKET WAS 
A DRIFTING MATCH 


| Amazing Fluctuations in Cotten Was 
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\{WFLUENCE WAS DEPRESSING 
' Operators 


Also Waiting Expected 
Definite Outcome of the Ques- 
tion of War or Peace in the 
Far East—Closed Weak 
and Dull. 


New York, February 5.—Today's stock 
market was a drifting match, operators 


‘ 
for the most part standing idly by and 


watching the amazing fluctuations in the 
cotton market and awaiting the expected 
definite outcome of the question of peace 
or war in the Far East. The mere fact 
of the wild condition of the cotton mar- 
ket was sufficient to éxert a depressing 
influence on stocks whether the price of 
cotton was advancing or collapsing. As 
a matter of fact, the rebounds in that 
market were of almost equal violence 
with the drops. The grain markets also 
were inclined to run off. Little light was 
to be had from these markets. therefore, 
on the chances of peace or war. The for- 
eign arbitrage brokers were idle. reflect- 
ing the most stagnant condition of for- 
eign operations pending the settlement 
of the question. The weakness of stocks 
grew more marked as the day progress- 
ed, and during the latter part of the ses- 
sion losses of a point or more became 
quite general in the prominent active 
stocks. The market showed no effective 
resistance and the closing was weak and 
dull. There are some early points of re- 
sistance to the declining tendency. Amal- 
gamated Copper was lifted on the circula- 
tion of a rumor that another favorable 
ruling had heen meade in its Montana 
litigation. Sugar, United States Steel 
preferred and the Chicago and Alton 
stocks mrde chort lived demonstrations 
of streneth. The first marked wenkness 
Ceveloped in Wahash preferred and in 
Pennsylvania, and the whole market 
weakened after the nublication of a re- 
nort that the Pennsvivania interests hod 
issued notes for $50,000.000 for 18 months 
at 417-2 ner cent. Several reports were 
cirenlated during the day to indicate a 
settlement of the Pennsylvanta-Gould dig- 
pute and an effort was made tna make 
the proceeds of this loan applicable to 
this settlement. hut without anv avail 
to check the decline tn the stacks af- 
fected.

Sensational the great

staples were the feature of the week, 
cotton ang coffee attaining new high 
records for the season, but subsequently 
declining sharply, while grain advanced, 
Trade reports were irregular, improve- 
ment at the south and west finding little 
response at the large cities. Persistent 
low temperature is providing a good de- 
mand for heavy wearing apparel and in- 
creasing the difficultles of _transporta- 
tion. Spring buyers are arriving in large 
numbers with noteworthy eagerness to 
secure cotton goods, even at the en- 
hanced prices, Railway earnings for Jan- 
uaty averaged 7 per cent larger than in 
1903. 

‘‘Progress is slow in the iron and steel 
industry, new business coming forward 
reluctantly, In several lines it has not 
proved possible to maintain price agree- 
ments, some producers making special 
rates, and the season opens with the 
prospect that there will be an open mar- 
ket for cotton ties, A better outlook is 
reported for gtructural steel. 

“Just when. buyers of coiton goods 
were beginning to exhibit a pronounced 
disposition to place more liberal orders 
the collapse in the raw materia] pro- 
duced hesitation. Consumers have re- 
duced supplies in the hands of dealers 
to a point that necessitated replenishing 
and the inquiries for prompt Shipment 
were expanding. Notwithstanding this 
interruption a better volume of trade is 
in progress and it is recognized that 
goods were by no means On a parity with 
raw material] at its zenith. 

“New England = shoe 
have ample business in sight, but there 
is much complaint of the scarcity of 
leather and the increased cost of pro- 
duction. 

“Commercial failures this week in the 
United States are 246. against 302 last 
week and 264 the corresponding week 
Jast year. Failures In Canada number 29 
ugainst 28 last week and 32 last year.”

Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York. February 5.—Bradstreet's 
tomorrow will say: 

“Weather conditions unfavorably affect 
trade and transportation throughout tie 
most of the west, while widely fluctuating 
markets of cotton, coffee and the cereals 
make the speculative situation of those 
staples a matter of concern. The feeling 
grows that a later opening of spring 
trade and conservative buying are to 
be looked for in. many lines. Excep- 
tions are to be found at the south, which 
reports wholesale active, especially in 
fertilizers, live stock and implements, all 
preparations looking to an immense acre- 
f age in cotton. Next to this may be 


classed the southwest. which, despite 
cold weather, reports trade satisfactory 
for the season, the outlook good and bank 
clearings very large. Eastern trade re- 
ports are good as to retall winter trade, 
which is said to have cleaned up old 
stocks of goods. As to spring trade, how- 
ever, irregularity is noted. The spring 
business in shoes has been a failure wili 
eastern manufacturers, but fall trade is 
vet absent. Men’s wear woolens are not 
moving quickly for fall delivery. Cloth- 
iers are buying conservatively. Wools 
firm with stocks light and 5 to !0c high- 
er prices at London sales, 

“Cotton goods are much disturbed. 
Buyers and sellers are alike uncertain. 
Mills that bought below 1!2c are able to 
sell goods and run freely, but those with 
short stocks of raw material are re- 
ported considering short time, 

“The iron trade shows little change. 
Reports of large buying of pig iron are 
denied. Snow blockades have Shortened 
temporarily supplies of eastern markets 
and strengthened prices. Southern tron 


is lower at eastern centers, though re- 
ported firm at Birmingham. Buying as 
a whole is siow and of hand-to-mouth 
character, Finished products show no 
great expansion. Two pools, the hoop 
and band and the locomotive people are 
reported to have dissolved. -Plates and 
structural material are in rather back- 
wird sale. and the strongest item is wire, 
which is selling well. The other metals, 
copper, lead and tin are all lower in
